handed Iti to the department of 
Justice -ioT prosecution, to tcU bow 
much time Rooibacb spent with 
them golns orer tbe governments 
evidence. 

Rossbach mlfht ba asked whether 
he availed himself of the material 
prepared for the cross-examination 
of Pay In bU trial In Hew Yoit on 
charges of extortion. Pay wu con- 
victed here by District Attorney 
Prank S. Hogan and aentcnoed to 
serve from eight and one half to 
IS years in prison. Be did not dare 
Uko the witness atand agabut 
Hogan, who had prepared a list 
of Questiona about two Inches thick 
dealing with "criminal, vicious and 
Immoral acta" of his past career. 
He did take the stand In Newark. 

Rossbach could have gme Into 
Pay's j)ld arrcsti in Newark on a 
charge of Impersonating a federal 
ottlcer and shakbig down booUeg- 
gen In coUusIon with a New Jersey 
policeman. He, cquld have brought 
out that Pay viciously alugged 
David Dublnsky, the pmldcnt of 
the International ladles' Garment 
Workers' union, at the annual con- 
vention of the American Federation 
ot lAbor In New Orleans aeveral 
years ago,' and tbe reason for tbe 
BssauIL The reason was that Du- 
blnsky had offered a resoluUon 
which would have excluded Pay 
from union otflce. 

Rossbach could have brought out 
that Pay was once thrown nit of 
the APL for engaging In tbe oon- 
Elnctlon Industry while he wu also 
ruling unions of men engaged In that 
Industry. By what proceu bs got 
bock Into the imlon racket, the pub- 
He does not know. He oovid have ex- 
amined Pay on bU Indictment In 
Syracuse. K. Y.. for slugging and 
kicking another union goon named 
Orvllle Warner, of Rochetter, and 
breaking bis Jaw. 

In that case, Warner oonvm* 
lently disappeared when the trial 
vu called, and Pay wu dismissed 
when the case might have been con- 
tinued. Warner then reappeared la 
old union Job In Rochester. 



Shortly afterward, Warner taDOght 
a fishing camp and saloon. Boaa- 
bach ai itfer to Tay^s omTlctloD 
by Mr. Hopm but he did not take 
advantage of his right to go Into 
an the facts which would have 
furthsr revealed Pay aa a' videos 
diaracter. 

And Rcetboch sat hi bis chair 
during the croas-examlnatlon. a 
passive attitude robbing the exami- 
nation of force. 

The moat glaring incident of the 
trial wu tbe dlscoroy that Ross- 
bach bad permitted a Juror to be 
accqtted who had been a member 
of one of rvtt own local unloni 
until four months ago and whose 
three nephews still were members. 
This Juror U now a contractor In 
a soiall way and owns an excavating 
machine which he can operate only 
by Pays favor. Here was a Juror 
placed In a position to give a "fair" 
verdict on a ""n who could ruin 
blm In builneu simply by refusing 
to let any union man work on his 
Jobs, and take revenge on bit re- 
Utlves. 

It b almost universal practice 
among prosecutors and defense at- 
torneys in big cases to make thor- 
ough investigations of tbe men and 
women called for Jury duty. They 
look Into their past assodstlons, 
learn who their Mends are, where 
their relallTes are employed, and 
what dube and fratemlUes they be- 
long to. 

Yet. Roaabach. with the PBl bis 
to command for such Inquiry and 
.with" an extraordlniuy personal 
knowledge of the people of bis fed- 
eral dUtrlct, accepted this Juror. 
And when the facta wen exposed, 
which cauKd the court to excuse 
him and proceed with II Jurors, tt 
waa not Rouboch who discovered 
them, bflt Jack Scully, a reporter on 
the Newark Evening News. 

Later, evidence turned up that one 



woman fmtt h i ts b and was aa> 
ployed by the municipality of Jeraer 
City u a tax appttfasr, usoallr a 
polUlcal Job, and drew *rsab«tastlal

Knowing the political bac kg ro u nd, 
tor he cnce prosecuted aomo otber 
union racketeers in Newaric Mr. 
Clark let ths trial go oo to a re- 
sult that wu a foregone ocmclualoa 
to those who had tnlffed the atmo- 
sphere and found something rot- 
ten In the courtroom.

security council veto. 

One method said to be under con- 
sideration would provide that an 
Internallonal atomic Inspection 
agency could declare there had been 
a grave violation of the atomic con- 
trol pact warranting swift and 
heavy punishment. 

Blfnal for War 

This would be the signal, it was 
said, lor individual notions adher- 
ing lo an atomic control treaty to 
declare war on tlie violating nation 
under article SI ol the U, N, charter, 
which permits member states lo 
take Individual and collective action 
for self-detenso until the security 
council can act. 

In nhort. this n-ould mean that 
aggressive action would be taken 
promptly and would be In progre.vi 
even If one of Ihc five mojor powers 
should veto sanctions and mllltao' 
action by the securlly council. 

In that event. It Is snld. a veto 
would be a virtusl dceloratlon of 
war agolnst the other mcmberstatcs 
and the battle would Ijo under way 
veto notwithstanding. 

Differ on Vela 

The United States and Russia 
are far apart on the matter of the 
veto on atomic matter. The U. S. 
has insisted— and there is no hint 
of a change in Its attitude— Uiat 
the veto'imist not opply on atomic 
controls. 

Rusiln has Inalilcd that the veto 
in the security council mu.it not be 
altered. Rus.ila has agreed to the 
principle of laipectlon organliailon.1 
operating without the veto but 
within the framework of the occur- 
Ity council.
